Concurrently with training, P.H.O.E.N.I.X. staff is involved in an intensive effort to obtain 
satisfactory employment for each student who successfully completes the program. Several 
strategies are utilized to minimize employers’ apprehensions and to encourage equal em- 
ployment opportunities. 

We have learned much in our first year of development and continue to adapt accordingly. 
It has been a challenging year but we firmly believe that P.H.O.E.N.I.X. is fulfilling an area 
which has been neglected in the past.
